Four days of agony 
he had endured, since publication of 
his wife’s allegations in her divorce 
bill. Four days of suppression of 
emotion with only Kono, his Japanese 
valet, for a sympathizer and confidant. 
It was too much. 

All of Thursday, when first found in 
Chicago after his departure from Holly- 
wood, he had refused to discuss the 
divorce or his wife's charges which were 
extraordinarily severe. Charlie, the 
world’s champion clown, was heavily 
laden. Like a sinner seeking solace in 
the confessional, Chaplin sought to 
lessen his burden by telling of it. 

All day he had been chivalrous, re- 
fusing to combat with a woman, the 
mother of his two children. He realiz- 
ed the charges were of such a nature 
as to call for an immediate reply.

LEAGUE ARMS VIEWS 
NOT ACCEPTED BY U. S. 


Geneva Told Such Questions 
Must Be Debated and 
by Special Body. 


Geneva, Jan. 14 (By A. P.).—The 
United States today informed the 
League of Nations that it does not ac- 
cept the opinions regarding disarma- 
ment questions which have been ex- 
pressed by the league’s permanent joint 
commission on disarmament. The opin- 
ions in question refer to economic as- 
pects of armament limitation, such as 
the influence of armament on budget 
reduction. . 

As a nonmember of the league, the 
United States always has insisted that 
all disarrnament questions must be de- 
bated by the special preparatory com- 
mission for the international disarma- 
ment conference, of which the United 
States is a member, and not relegated 
to agencies of the league.

Harry N. Stull, recorder of the coun- 
cil, expressed the opinion that the tax 
provision of the bill is unconstitutional, 
but joined the other members in unani- 
mous approval. 

W. I. Swanton reported for the com- 
mittee that had studied the measure. 
He said he believed it was fair to “all 
parties, namely, the car companies and 
the public.” He suggested two amend- 
ments, in the following language: 

“The reserved power of the govern- 
ment to amend or repeal the charter 
of the consolidated company is nov 
specifically provided for in the bill and 
an’ appropriate clause should be in- 
serted. 


“The clauses prohibiting bus com- 
petition should be modified to permit 
the public utilities commission, after 
proper notice and hearing, to grant 
other bus line charters if, in their 
judgment on the findings, the consoli- 
dated company should not give ade- 
quate service or should refuse to do 
50 when ordered.” 


Tax Increase Questioned. 


“I think the proposal to increase the 
tax on gross income from 4 to 6 per 
sent unless the companies merge is un- 
constitutional,” said Stull. “When that 
is presented to the courts, it will be 
so decided. But perhaps the council 
should not raise the point. I think it 
is desirable, if Congress has the power 
to impose the penalty.” 

“It is not a penalty,” said Swanton. 
“The clause increasing the tax is sepa- 
rate and apart from the clause provid- 
ing for the merger.” 

“That is mere subterfuge,” retorted 
Stull. “The bill means they will be 
taxed 6 per cent if they don’t merge 
and 4 per cent if they do.” 

The council also approved a pend- 
ing bill to increase park policemen’s 
salaries $100 a year to make them equal 
to those members of the metropolitan 
police force. 

Consideration of the 25 per cent 
limitation on expenditures for school 
and park sites and the pending life 
insurance bill were made special items 
of business for the meeting next Friday 
evening.

The double-decking street plan would 
result, it is said, in segregation of street 
car traffic on a low street level in the 
government building triangle, and that 
of autos and buses on a higher level. 
Parking of autos in the basement of the 
triangle buildings also is. approved. 

The report of Mr, Bartholomew, en- 
gaged by the National Capital park 
and planning commission, states that 
a traffic increase of considerable vol- 
ume may be expected, which would 
necessitate a broad scheme of traffic 
organization as well as improved op- 
portunities for circuldtion of all types 
of traffic. 


How to Intensify Traffio. 


It states further that upon certain 
thoroughfares, such as Pennsylvania 
avenue, F, G, Seventh, Ninth, Eleventh 


and Fourteenth streets, transit opera- 
tion might be intensified to an even 
greater degree and further aid could be 
given by elimination of auto parking 
on them, at certain hours at least 
Streets such as 8B, Thirteenth and 
Tenth streets should be left open for 
intensified use by auto traffic, how- 
ever. 

Reasons for complications of transit 
facilities, according to the report, are 
the two separate operating street rail- 
way companies, lack of continuous 
east and west streets, unbalanced traf- 
fic resulting in looping and stub-end 
lines, overconcentration of facilities,

FOR LARGER SHIPS 


Deepening of the Channel to 
24 Feet Will Begin at 
Colonial Beach. 


DIESEL ELECTRIC CRAFT 
SENTE HERE FOR WORK 


Engineer’s Office Orders Party. 
to Survey Scene of 
Improvement. 


Work of the local United States en- 
gineer’s office to bring deeper draft ves- 
sels to Washington and improve Dis- 
trict shipping will start next week. In- 
structions have been issued by Maj. 
Gen. Edgar Jadwin, chief of engineers, 
to bring the Divsel electric dredge Wil- 
letts Point to Washington from New 
York harbor next week to begin dredg- 
ing the lower Potomac river near Colo- 
nial Beach, Va. 


The work will include dredging of a 
24-foot channel about three miles lon 
through Kettle Bottom shoals, whic 
lie in the middle of the river. A survey 

ty was sent from the local office yes- 
erday to make a detailed survey of 
this area and set buoys to guide the 
dredging. he 

The cost of the work at the present 
time will be between $60,000 and $80,- 
000, and estimates for it were submitted 
by Maj. Brehon Somervell, district Fed- 
eral engineer, some time ago. 

When work hay foregoing territory 
has been completed, the Willetts Point, 
with other dredges, will continue the 
deepening projects at other points be- 
tween this city and Colonial Beach. 


Channel for Larger Ships. 


At the present time, cohtrolling 
depths of the river locally are 21 feet 
and these have caused trouble in bring- 
‘ng vessels of deepér draft. A 24-foot 
deepening will permit visits of more 
.mportant commercial vessels and light 
cruisers to the local harbor with saféty. 

The dredge to begin the channel im- 
provement was built at a cost of $541,- 
700, and will come here after having 
completed a three months’ successful 
trial in. New York harbor. 

It represents the most advanced type 
of dredge and contains the latest ma- 
shinery including large drag pipes on 
both sides of the vessel which suck 
iredged material into large tanks 
aboard the boat, from which it is 
omptied at desired places.

MARINES SAVE TOWN

SURGEON TAKES PIN 
FROM MAN'S THROAT 


Employe, Working With Sev- 
eral in Mouth, Coughs 


and Swallows One. 


Dr. Samuel M. Becker, of the Sibley 
hospital staff, last night saved the life 
of Harry Weller, 22 years old, who is 
employed at 2101 Fifth street northonast., 
when he extracted a straight pin that 
had lodged about 4 inches down in 
Weller’s ésophagus. Dr. Becker per- 
formed the delicate operation with a 
pair of long forceps.

U. S. NAVAL ACADEMY 
DEFENDED BY WILBUR 


Best School in World, He 
s . , J 
Says, Answering Sims 
Criticism. 

Undismayed by Rear Admiral W. 5S. 
Sims’ (retired) criticiam of the United 
State Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur, a former 
graduate, said yesterday that he 
thought it was the best school in the 
United States when he attended it 
and still thought it was the best school 
in the country.. 

The Secretary's praise of the Naval 
Academy followed information that Rear 
Admiral Sims, in a speech before the

Those who are against 
freedom will approve of the present 
government of Mexico. Those who be- 
lieve in such freedom will do their 
share, honorably and openly, as we have 
tried to do, to guard it and make its 
preciousness realized and the perils to 
it known.”

Prosecution Contends Slain 
Man Was Retreating 
When He Was Shot. 


Courtroom, Austin, Tex., Jan. 14 (By 
A. P.).—Mrs. Roxie Parker, a widow 
residing near Fort Worth, was revealed 
'today for the first time as an eye- 
witness to the killing of D. E. Chipps, 
‘wealthy lumberman, in the office of 
the Rev. J. Frank Norris last July. 
She testified in the Norris trial that 
she arrived at the office in time to see 
Chipps shot as he was about to leave 
Norris’ office. Chipps, she said, turned 
i slightly, with one hand in the air, 
when he was shot.

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Searchlight Penetrates 
The Thickest Curtains 


Paris, Jan. 14 (By A. P.).—The 
_world’s biggest searchlight is ready 

to guide airplanes on night flights 
across France. 

Mounted on Mount Valerien, the 
old fort which was last to capitulate 
to the German siege of Paris in 1870, 
the searchlight’s rays will reach 
northward, touching planes from 
England soon after they reach the 
French coast and leading them 
southward until the Dijon Aerial

| West New York, N. J., Jan. 14 (By 
| A. P.).—George W. Dykeman, prohibi- 
| tion agent, was killed in an accident 
this afternoon after participating in 
raids on two garages here. He slipped 
on the icy pavements and in falling 
the gun he carried was discharged. The 
bullet passed through his body. 

He died fifteen minutes after arriv- 
ing at the North Hudson - hospital. 
Dykeman made his home in Boston and 
had been in the Federal employ, sta- 
tioned at Newark, for more than two 
years. 

Sensational rumors swept the city 
when Dykeman, apparently mysterious- 
ly shot while a raid was in progress 
was rushed to a hospital. His position 


on the personal staff of Col. Ira L. 
Reeves, State administrator, contributed 
to the unusual interest, since Col. 
Reeves recently had been involved in 
published controversy with former sub- 
ordinates. 

Acting on the theory that Dykeman 
had been shot by one of the men who 
fled from the premises being raided, 
the police threw a quick dragnet 
around the section and made one ar- 
rest. 

It was not until the officer’s re- 
volver, with one spent cartridge, was 
found and the course of the bullet 
traced that the accident was deter- 
mined.

Talbert, Who Made $9,489.34 
Figure, Insists’That It Is 
Fair Estimate. 


CHIEF ACCOUNTANT 
URGED LOWER RATING 


Details of the Directors’ 
Meetings and Patent 
Suit Are Read. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 14 (By A. P.).— 
Methods applied by the internal reve- 
nue department in computing valua- 
tions of Ford Motor stock between 1913 
and 1919 were the object of sharp 
questioning by government attorneys 
here today in the tax suit against for- 
mer stockholders of the company. 

P..S. Talbert, former attache of the 
department, who made the audit of the 
company on which the disputed valua- 
tion. was based, admitted he placed a 
valuation of $170,000,000 on the good 
will. of the Ford Co. as of 1913 in mak- 
ing the computation and only $30,000,- 
000 as of 1919. 

Government attorneys after pointing 
out that in six years following 1913, the 
company developed on an enormous 
basis, asked the witness to explain 
how he accounted for the decline of 
$140,000,000 in the value’of the good 
will during that period. 


Did Not Think It Old. 


“Did you not consider the absurdity 
of a valuation of 170,000,000 on the 
good will of the Ford company as of 
1913, and only $30,000,000 as of 1919,” 
Talbert was asked. 

Talbert said ‘“‘the idea that it might 
have been absurd never occurred to 
me.” 

Government counsel did not press 
the point further and Talbert proceeded 
with an explanation of his valuation of 
the stock. He testified that in the face 
of a recommendation of a lower figure 
by his chief accountant he valued the 
stock at $9,489.34 a share and asserted 
he still believed that figure fair. 

Minority stockholders who sold out 
to Henry Ford in 1919 were taxed on 


‘| profit figured from the Talbert valua- 


tion and the sales price, $12,500. The 
government now sets $3,547.84 as a rea- 
sonable figure, seeking additional in- 
come taxes on the difference between 
that and the figure adopted in 1919. 

©. M. Burlingame, who headed the 
four accountants who came with Tal- 
bert to Detroit to set the valuation so 
prospective sellers might know what tax 
they would have to pay, suggested in a 
memorandum introduced by A. W. 
Gregg, chief government counsel, that 
the valuation be $2,055.79. 


Believes Figure Fair. 


Talbert did not remember the docu- 
ment, he said. However, he must have 
passed on it, but would have ignored 
such a basis of the computation. 

He believed his figure fair, and “no 
other method which had been sug- 
gested to me or which had suggested 
itself seemed to afford 60 sound a basis 
for valuation,” he said. 

He had explained previously that the 
Ford company, seeming to him unique 
in the “unlimited demand” for its 
product and the lack of and seeming 
great difficulty of establishing suc- 
cessful competition, he had not used a 
process of valuation such as he would 
have applied to another company. He 
had instead taken the earnings of the 
first two months of 1913 as an indi- 
cation of the year’s presumptive busi- 
ness to arrive at $24,000,000 earnings 
for 1913, capitalized this at 10 per cent 
and arrived at his figure for the 20,000 
shares outstanding. 

Calling attention to what he termed 
a discrepancy between the approxi- 
mately $9,500 value per share set by 
Mr. Talbert as the 1913 value of the 
stock on the basis of estimated’ $24,- 
000,000 yearly earnings of the com- 
pany and the stockholders’ asking price 
of $12,500 a share in 1919, when earn- 
ings were about $72,000,000 yearly, A. 
W. Gregg, chief government counsel, 
asked the witness to compute the 1913 
value in light of the 1919 sale value 
of the stock. Applying a principle ap- 
proved by Talbert, this brought a value 
of $1,400 a share.

Two suggestions are made by Senator 
Borah as improvements upon President 
Coolidge’s foreign policy. One is that the 
United States should “call upon Diaz and 
those who are there by virtue of our 


erecognition to give the people of Nica- 


vagua an opportunity by popular choice 
and. a fair election to select their presi- 
dent. We ought to insure the people a 
fair election.” The other suggestion is 
this: “I would propose to the Mexican 
people that the controversy in reference 
to land there should be submitted to arbi- 
tration.” : 

“Our marines are there,’ says Senator 

Borah, referring to Nicaragua, “If we 
will not recognize Sacasa, we should have 
an election.” 
» Apparently the senator from Idaho 
would overthrow Adolfo Diaz, who was 
elected president by the Nicaraguan con- 
gress for the unexpired term, in accord- 
ance with the constitution of that coun- 
try.. If Senator Borah can not get Sacasa 
in power in any other way, he would force 
an election. If the people should dare to 
vote for anybody except Sacasa, “our ma- 
rines are there.” The-people~of—Nica- 
ragua may be backward politically, but 
they could not fail to understand the 
situation if the United States should set 
Diaz aside and hold an election supervised 
by American marines. They would know 
that they were commanded to vote for 
Sacasa. 

Yet Senator Borah declares that “we 
have no right to interfere with the in- 
ternal concerns of any Central American 


‘country or the integrity of any govern- 


ment in Central America.” 
This conflict of opinions between Borah 


‘sand Borah leaves the remaining popula: 


tion of the United States in perplexity. 
Until one Borah shall have overwhelmed 
the other, the issue will remain in doubt, 
and the United States will have to strug- 
gle along as best it can. 2 
The second suggestion is that the 
United States government should propose 
to the Mexican people that the land con- 
troversy be submitted to arbitration. Just 
how the United States is to address the 
Mexican people is left in the air. Pos- 
sibly Senator Borah would favor the 
sending of marines there to supervise a 
popular vote on the question of arbi- 
trating the land controversy. The ma- 
If 
senator Borah meant that the proposal 
Should be made to the Mexican govern- 
ment, how is he to know that its answer 
would reflect the will of the Mexican peo- 
ple? As he distrusts his own govern- 
ment, he may possibly distrust the Mexi- 
can government. Probably, after all, he 
means what he says when he suggests 
that the Mexican people themselves be 


asked to pass upon the question of -arbi- 


tration. The method of obtaining a free 
and fair vote on the proposition by the 
Mexican people is a mere matter of detail, 
a bagatelle. 

The question which Senator Borah 
would submit to arbitration is the “con- 
troversy in reference to land there.” As- 
suming that the United States govern- 
ment, with or without Calles’ consent, 
had won the approval of’ the Mexican 
people to the cause of arbitration, the 
question to be arbitrated would be the 
right of the United States to protect its 
citizens and their property. 

‘In another part of his great address 
Senator Borah says: 


_ I understand perfecily, of course, not 
only the right but the duty of the United 
States or of any other power, to protect 
the lives of its citizens or their property 
at whatever place they may find them- 
selves or their property may be located: I 
do not desire anything which I- may say 
today to be construed into denial of the 
well-known and well-accepted doctrine and. 
the well-known and well-accepted obliga- 
iion of a nation to throw about its citizens

MORE INACCURATE HISTORY. 


Just when the gross inaccuracy of school his- 
tories of the United States is attracting na- 
tional attention appears the American. Irish 
Historical society with a memorial to Con- 
gress, asking immediate repeal of that portion 
of the immigration act of 1924 which: fixes 
immigration quotas in accordance with the 
“national origins’’ of the population as shown 
by. the census of 1790. 

In the appeal the society takes emphatic 
exception to the government publication, ‘‘A 
Century of Population Growth,” wherein it 
appears that while of the population of the 
United States in 1790 upward of 90 per cent 
was of English and Scotch stock, only 1.6 per 
cent was of Irish blood. The protestants set 
forth that due to the defective nature of goy- 
ernmenta! statistics in carly days and to other 
causes it is now impossible even approximately 
to estimate the respective percentages which 
the various races of the Old World have con- 
tributed to the population. 

As proof of the unreliability of the figures 
relating to national origins of the census of 
1790, extracts from Chapter XXIII of ‘‘A Hid- 
den Phase of American History,’’ by Michael 
J. O’Brien, published several years ago, are 
included in the memorial. In that work Mr. 
O’Brien says pointedly: “If it be true that 
there were only #732 persons of Irish descent 
‘of both~sexes in Massachusetts in 1790 it 
seems strange that, according to the marriage 
records of the city of Boston alone, there were 
2,000 persons bearing Irish names married 
there during the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries.’’ Further reference is made to the 
fact that there are approximately 10,000 Irish 
names published in the 71 volumes of colonial 
records, which still further supports the state- 
ment by the director of the census, in June of 
last year, that ‘‘There are no figures in exist- 
ence which show the national origins of the 
population of the United States.’’ 

The American Irish Historical society ap- 
pears to have made out an extremely strong 
case against the accuracy of the census of 
17990. 


FIFTEEN YEARS. 

James C. Voelker, bootlegger of Buifalo, N, 
Y., gets off with a very light punishment. 
Judge Thorn, of the Erie county court, has 
just sentenced’ him to fifteen years in Auburn 
prison for selling wood alcohol for beverage 
purposes, and thereby causing the death of a 
woman last July. 

It will be recalled that during the last sum- 
mer the deaths of more than 30 people were 
reported in western New York and in Canadian 
towns across the border from Buffalo, all of 
them victims of scoundrels who sold wood 
alcohol in the guise of whisky: An investiga- 
tion revealed the fact that the poison had been 
legitimately imported, but that the purchasers, 
in spite of their knowledge of the deadliness of 
the distillation, deliberately doctored the wood 
alcohol and gave it the appearance of whisky. 
Voelker was one of the bootleggers who 
handled the poisonous stuff, and he has just 
peen sentenced for his crime. 

It would ‘appear to the outsider that the 
judge was altogether too lenient in meting out 
justice to this criminal. :

GUARDIANSHIP OF VETERANS. 


The Senate District committee has reported 
favorably the four guardianship bills sponsored 
by Representative Gibson, of Vermont, limiting 
the number of veterans’ bureau wards which 
any one guardian may have to five, and restrict- 
ing the commission allowance to 5 per cent of 
disbursements. of the wards’ funds. ~ The limi- 
tation of the number of wards does not apply 
to trust companies in the matter of estates of 
infants or minors, but does apply to them in 
the case of insane persons. 

Such legislation will tend to drive the guard- 
ianship business from individuals to trust com- 
panies. Formerly, when it was possible for an 
individual to take on any number of*wards, it 
was not difficult to build up a considerable 
business. The tendency usually was to attempt 
more guardianships than any one person could 
handle properly, and the rights of wards suf- 
fered. Trust companies, however, are founded 
to act:as trustees and guardians, and it is en- 
tirely logical that such cases arising under 
Federal jurisdiction should be turned over to 
institutions organized for suth purposes. Some 
time ago the veterans’ bureau announced that 
trust companies were being urged to reorgan- 
ize their methods so that personal supervision 
might be given to each indivfdual case. It was 
suggested that this might be accomplished 
either by a member of the staff, or by turning 
over such activities to an organized body, such 
as the local Red Cross. ‘This supervision, to- 
gether with the facilities and organizations of 
the institutions which will be used, would 
make up an ideal guardianship structure.

REFORM IN NEW YORK. 


The country has grown so accustomed to 
some new development in the criminal prac- 
tices of the inhabitants of the State of New 
York that the. appearance of a news story 
which indicates reversal of form among those 
misguided people naturally offers. ground for 
comment. 

The startling information comes to us that 
one crime, at least, for which the State was 
famous back in the last half of the last cen- 
tury, that of horse-stealing, has been entirely 
suppressed in all that great stretch of country 
from the Hudson to the lakes. Possibly this 
pleasing state of affairs might have escaped 
notice even from the metropolitan press had it 
not been that from Middletown, in Orange 
county, has come the news of the disbandment

This last unit, which was Known as the 
Montgomery Horse Thief Detecting society has 
just been disbanded. Therein it followed the 
lead of similar organizations in Wallkill and 
Crawford, just across the line in Sullivan 
county. All these thief detecting associations 
were formed 50 years ago when the business 
of “lifting’’ members of the equine species 
flourished in every “State. The eastern coun- 
ties of New York suffered much loss from the 
horse stealers, although the State never 
claimed supremacy in that respect. It is grati- 
fying to learn that the recently disbanded 
anti-thieving societies were in no way em- 
barrassed financially and that the latest to go 
has in its treasury something more than 
$1,000, which will be divided among the 70 
members still remaining. The elimination of 
the horse thief renews the hope that New 
York State may at some future day be able to 
tell the world that all her criminals have dis- 
appeared. ‘

DISTRICT GUARD BUILDING. 


Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah, chairman of 
the public buildings commission, and Lieut. 
Col. U. S. Grant 3d, its executive officer, have 
decided that the local Federal building pro- 
gram does not include plans for a national 
guard armory, and have ruled against provid- 
ing a site for an armory in the Mall-Pennsyl- 
vania avenue triangle Since an opinion was 
rendered recently by the Attorney General to 
the effect that the guard is a Federal activity, 
and as such could be provided quarters by the 
Federal buildings commission, officials of the 
militia had pinned their hopes upon a favor- 
able decision by the buildings commission. 

The ruling leaves the problem of providing 
a home for the local guard in status quo. 
More than a year ago its armory was sold to 
private interests, and torn down to make room 
for another building. Since then headquar- 
ters have been maintained in several rooms of 
the temporary government hotel structures, 
but the companies have had no place to drill 
save on a cinder-covered lot. 

It is natural that the local guard should re- 
sent the situation. Other communities, far 
smaller than the District of Columbia, have 
imposing armories; the Washington units, 
which should be outstanding examples, have 
no place to call their own. The situation is 


serious, particularly if it is considered ad- 


visable to keep the rating of the local guard 
fax above average, as it was reported after the 
last inspection. | 
Apparently the local units will have to fight 
the battle for themselves. Legislation  pro- 
viding for an armory, of which the District 
vould pay 60 per cent of the cost, the balance 
being borne by the Federal government, is be- 
fore Congress.

Before the close of 
the war the British, French and Italian 
governments were all constructing 
guns of this type. 

The guns depended on the following 


of its horizontal distance through the 
thin upper atmosphere and its range 
will thus be greatly increased.

were fired at an angle of 55 degrees to 
the horizontal, and the shells, some

All the Big 
Berthas used by the Germans—seven in 
all—had been rebored once and they 
were in the Krupp factory for a third 
boring when the armistice was signed.

Extension of the merit system in the 
civil service to States not operating

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READER has inquired concerning 
A te thyroid gland, and asks me 

what its functioning is. { am 
not a doctor, Mrs. Rand, nor even & 
physiologist, therefore I am not able 
to give you the details of this gland, 
which has recently come to be con- 
sidered very important to our welil- 
being, or to advise you concerning your 
diet as relates to the health of the 
Organ. It used to be almost a chorus 
that I sang: “Please consult your phy- 
sician.” Of late the tune has been /ess 
familiar to our column, but again it 
appears. It is necessary to sing it in 
this case, for consult your physician 
you must if you are, as you fear, threat; 
ened with goiter. 

Of the gland I am willing to state a 
very few facts, and these are known to 
the scientific world at this time and 
published that all who so desire may 
read. It has been authoritatively es- 
tablished that the proper functioning 
. Of the thyroid gland depends upon 


compounds of iodine in the system. It 
has, likewise, been established that the 
putrefaction that goes on in the body 
is the special business of the thyroid 
giand, and that in matters of elimina- 
tion the gland is of importance to us. 
It disposes of the poisons in our body 
that are produced by faulty assimila- 
tion. 

Sometimes the gland becomes dis- 
eased itself. The reasons for this are 
too voluminious to attempt to state 
‘here—sufficient only that it does. One 
then is said to have goiter, for the 
gland swells and ceases to function 
properly. At times no swelling is no- 
ticeable from the outer surface, but to 
the touch may be quite noticeable. To 
add iodine to the diet is not sufficient 
if goiter is discovered. You must see 
your physician—and the sooner the bet- 
ter for the entire system may be in- 
volved and certainly great discomfort 
may ensue, if the matter is not given 
immediate and expert attention.

During the 
early part of our lives we grow toward 
maturity, and then having passed the 
crest, we start to slowly descend toward 
what is called old age—in a natural, 
satisfying manner—satisfying that is, if 
our instincts and habits correspond 
with our years, if our appetites are 
dulled in accordance with the down 
slope of our vitality, and if our health 
is normal. If we start down with any 
number of things the matter with our 
mechanism, the walk will be laborious— 
we shall be considered grouches and 
doubtless be grouches, and unfit to live 
with. Be well—in the latter part as 
well as the early part of life! To be 
well one need only live simply, and ac- 
cording to the fundamental laws of na- 
ture. If this condition of goiter that 
you suspect is allowed to run along it 
will forge ahead, sapping your vitality 
and damaging your happiness; and, 
strange as it may seem, statistics show 
that we reach the peak of: life at 30, 
and then start down gradually. Do not 
let this gland trouble make later life 
uncomfortable, for from 30 on is a long 
time—and old age should come as 
comfortably as it comes gradually. 
Do not put off the matter—attend to 
it at once. 


Next we have a request recipe and 
then one menu. 

Spanish Rice (For Miss L. 8. W.). 

1 cup rice washed thoroughly. 

4 tablespoonfuls of fat placed in iron 
frving pan. 

4 medium sized onions chopped to a 
‘a pulp. 

2 cups strained tomatoes. 

2 cloves of garlic mashed to a pulp. 

1 green pepper chopped finely with 

1 slice of canned pimento. 

1 level teaspoonful of papriks. 

Salt to taste, pfobably 114 teaspoon- 
fuls. 

After the rice has been thoroughly 
washed place it in the frying pan with 
the fat and add the onion and garlic 
and fry, stirring frequently for about 
10 or 12 minutes. Add the remaining 
ingredients and a cup of water and 
cook slowly for an hour. As the water 
steams off add more, having sufficient 
on the rice at all times to keep it from 
burning or even getting too dry. Cook 
until the rice is tender and serve in a 
heated dish at once.

of grated stale breadcrumbs. Butter a 
baking dish, preferably a glass one, and 
place one-third of the crumbs in the 
bottom of the dish in an even layer. 
Cover with one cupful of the cheese 
and then add a layer of sliced fresh 
tomatoes from which the skin has not 
been removed. Sprinkle with salt and 
a few grains of red pepper and dot over 
with bacon which you have cut in 
small squares. Repeat until-you have 
used the cheese and crumbs. Three 
small potatoes are sufficient, about one 
to a layer. Cover the top with a4 
sprinkling of paprika and very gently 
pour sweet milk into the dish until it 
is to bé seen through the top layer. 
Dot the top with butter and bake in a 

medium oven for half an hour. Serve 
in the dish in which it is baked, or if 
desired remove the mixture from the 
dish and serve it on thin slices of but- 
tered toast. 


Light Graham Muffins. 

Mix one cup of graham flour, three- 
fourths of a cup of sifted white flour 
and one teaspoonful of salt, five tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and a 
fourth cup of sugar. Add to this mix- 


ture one egg that has been well beaten 
and a cup of sweet milk. And last of 
all three tablespoonfuls of melted but- 
ter. Bake in buttered jam pans in 8 
moderate oven for 20 minutes.

Peel, mash and force four bananas 
through .a sieve and add to them the 
pulp of three oranges cut in small 
pieces, the juice of two “oranges, 
the juice of one lemon, a teaspoonfu! 
of vanilla or preferably one drop of 
nonalcoholic sherry flavoring should 
you chance to have it. Add to these 
ingredients two-thirds of a cup of pow- 
dered sugar and one and a fourth 
tablespoonfuls of granulated gelatine 
dissolved in a fourth cup of boiling 
water. Cool this mixture by holding 
the dish in a’ larger dish of ice water 
and stir the contents constantly. Then 
when cool fold in a half pint of 
whipped cream and set aside in a coo 
place until time for serving. Macaroon: 
and lady fingers are suitable cakes tc 
use in combination with this dessert 
which is of itself a rich and sweet 
thing. 


VICTORY IN INFANTRY, 
SUMMERALL HOLDS 


Only Branch of Service to 
Keep Out Enemy, Asso- 
ciation Told. 


No matter what the changes in mod- 
ern warfare may be, Maj. Gen. Charles 
P. Summerall, chief of staff, still be- 
lieves final victory will depend on the 
infantry. He told this to 200 members 
and guests of the Washington branch 
of the Infantry association at a lunch- 
eon given in his honor yesterday at the 


Army and Navy club. Gen. Summer- 


all said in part: 

“Throughout all my service I have 
been guided by one great conviction— 
the army is maintained for combat. 
The day may come, whether we will 
see it or not, when the army will be 
required to wage war. Then it must 
win victory. We must always be pre- 
pared for the next war. We must not 
base our preparation upon experiences 
in the world war. The next war, should 
it come, might start the same as did 
the war'in 1914. But it will change. 
One thing, however, never will change. 
Victory finally will depend on infantry 
troops. In every war in the future, as 
in every war in the past, the infantry 
will be required to gain the enemy 
lines, take the prisoners and seize the 
guns. We have a united army. But 
to remain united every element, every 
branch, every corps and every service 
must think in terms of the infantry, 
and have for its mission the aid of the 
infantry.”

EXERCISE TO REDUCE THE HIPS. 


HIS is not a new subject for this 
ay department, but it is one about 
which so many questions are 
asked that I think you will not mind 
if we discuss it again. The measures 
that I am going to suggest to you are 


not the only possible ones, but they 
are very good and very simple, and all 
of them are equally good for reducing 
the upper thighs and abdomen as well 
as the hips. 

The first thing to realize is that you 
must exercise. External preparations 
are of no avail, and even diet alone 
will not accomplish the desired results. 
If you are overweight, you should fol- 
low a sensible reducing diet, combining 
with it the exercises that I am going 
to describe so that you can direct the 
loss. of flesh to the hips. However, if 
you are not generally overweight, hut 
are simply too fat around the hips, 
then depend upon the exercises alone. 
Do them regularly and faithfully, pref- 
erably both night and morning, and 
gradually increasing the number of 
times that you do them. 

The first exercise, and one that. you 
will probably think very dull, is the 
good old-fashioned one of brisk walk- 
ing or running. Done in the open air, 
this can not be excelled. However, if 
you can not do this for lack of oppor- 
tunity or inclination, you can do run- 
ning exercises in your own room and 
without any special provision as to 
space. You can “run in position;” that 
is to say, do a brisk running step, al- 
ways bringing the feet down on the 
same spot. 

The exercises upon which you should 
rely. most are those that are done on 
the floor. You can do them equally 
well in bed if your mattress is fairly 
firm and hard, as it should be. Lying 
at full length on the back, place the 
hands, palms downward, just under 
the hips, elevate the feet and do the 
bicycle exercise I kave so often de- 
scribed to you. 

Next, starting, from the same position, 


gether, then kick both feet straight 
out, and return to position. This ex- 
ercise can be done a number of times, 
firat with the feet together, then with 
each leg séparately. 

Starting from the same position, fiex 
the knees as before and bring them up 
toward the chest. Extend the legs, 
feet together, straight out. Then sep- 
arate them, bringing the right leg 
down sideways to the right and the 
left leg similarly to the left. Hold a 
moment, then bring the feet together, 
then flex the knees to the chest again 
and return to tke first position. 

Again fléx the knees and bring them 
up to the chest cap. Holding this posi- 
tion, do a sort of running exercise with 
the feet, so that the hips are vigorously 
hit by the heels. 

Lie at full length on the back, with 
the arms down at the sides. Keeping 
the left leg where it is, elevate the 
right and with it describe as large and 
perfect a circle as possible. After doing 
this five or ten times hold’ the right 
leg down and perform a similar exercise 
with the left. The circles should be 
from the inside out. 

For the last exercise, lie on the back 
and, stretching the arms out, grasp 
some stable object with the hands so 
that the body is held very firm. Now 
keep the feet and ankles together, ele- 
vate the legs and, «still keeping them 
firmly together, describe a large circle. 
This means that you.are rotating the 
body on the hips. This is a rather 
strenuous exercise, and you may not be 
able to do it more than a few times at 
first. Do it for five times in one direc- 
tion, then five times in the otker direc- 
tion, and try to incréase the number of 
times each day. . : 

If you will really do these exercises 
regularly and faithfully, you will soon 
find that your hip measurements, if 
really too large, will gradually decrease.

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Mr. Work’s Pointer 
= On Auction Bridge 


E pointer for today is: 


Be sure that your initial bid is 
100 per cent sound. ‘ 

An ‘initial bid—the original bid of a 
Dealer or Second Hand—should be as 
informatory as possible because upon 
it the whole bidding structure of the 

artnership must stand. The initial 

tdder should try, by his bid or pass, 
clearly to picture the thirteen cards he 
holds. 

Two duties devolve upon the initial 
bidder and they involve concomitant 
errors, both of which should be avoid- 
ed. When he holds the requirements 
for an initial bid (even the minimum), 
he should bid; when his hand falls 
short of the minimum (even when the 
shortage is very slight) he should pass. 
Innumerable bids and doubles, which 
were amply justified by the partner’s 
previous bidding, have cost hundreds 
of points because the initial bidder did 


not hold the cards that his opening bid 
guaranteed, and innumerable games 
and rubbers have been tossed away be- 
cause initial bidders have timidly re- 
frained from announcing their strength. 


An initial suit bid generally shows a 
five-card suit and two quick tricks, at 
least one of which is apt to be in the 
suit named. When it is made with a 
four-card suit the strength must be 

eater than when made with five. In 

etermining whether to bid or pass ini- 
tially with a five-card suit, very slight 
differences in t ho'ding should va 
the decision. Ace, King and three small, 
and eight worthless cards divided be- 
tween the other three suits, furnishes 
the minimum bidding requirement; 
but if it were Ace, Queen and three 
small fnstead of Ace, King, the bid 
should not be made as the hand would 
be just below the requirement.

AMERICA’S SMALLPOX DISGRACE: 
D: CHARLES V. CHAPIN tells us 


that in the last fifteen years 

~ 700,000 people in the United 
States have had smallpox. In 1925 a 
total of 40.000 of our citizens had this 
horrible disease. In 1921 the number 
passed 100,000. Even soviet Russia, 
with a larger population, had only half 


as many cases, and Russia is supposed 
to be the last word in incompetency. 
It is possible that Mexico has as many 
cases as we do proportionate to her 
population, but the facts are not avail- 
able. Chapin says that we have more 
smallpox than all of western Europe 
combined. 

And what are the reasons? In the 
first place, our people are not afraid of 
smallpox, because since about 1898 a 
mild strain has been the prevalent 
type in this country. It has been a 
little less than 50 years since we have 
had a really widespread, fear-com- 
pelling epidemic and almost 40 years 
Bince we have had anything approach- 
ing that level. The people who re- 
member those periods have died off or 
they have lost influence. The cock who

I’d.rath- 
er have it than vaccination.” 

As a matter of fact, mild smallpox 1s 
not so mild after all. More than half 
of-those. who have it are loathsome ob- 
jects while they are sick. Many of 
them escape with their lives after very 
severe illness. Some are blinded. The 
statistics show that even this mild 
smallpox kills a few hundred yearly. 

In spite of the prevalence of this 
mild smallpox, every year there is one 
and sometimes more outbreaks of old- 
fashioned, severe smallpox somewhere. 
In 1923 Detroit started out with mild 
smallpox. The: health department 
pleaded in vain for vaccination. No- 
body listened. ,Who’s afraid? Then 
the black kind descended and 163 peo- 
ple died of it. Five hundred thousand 
people were vaccinated in one month. 
Who was afraid? 

In Minnesota the same type of dis- 
ease appeared soon thereafter in 147 
localities. One-quarter of those at- 
tacked died with the disease. In 1925 
it was Washington's turn. Twenty 
deaths. Just a year ago Los Angeles 
was paying the price—812 cases, 136 
deaths. 


The other reason for the exceedingly 


bad showing we make as compared with 
Albania, Montenegro, Nicaragua, and 
Honduras—countries not supposed to 
be on our level—is the attention we 
pay to the wild-eyed, long-haired she- 
males. In no other country will con- 
gressional legislators and city council- 
ors pay any attention to these people. 
They are treated kindly and humanely, 
but not seriously. No one suggests 
that they be segregated, nor made to 
govern each other. They are merely 
disregarded. In other words, they are 
without influence. 

We are more or less in disgrace 
throughout the world because we do 
not discriminate. We show poor judg- 
ment in handling these people. The 
price we pay is 20 to 100,000 cases of 
smallpox and many deaths. .

FOR STREET REPAIRS 


Has Been Seeking Relief for 
Three Years, Citizens As- 
sociation Head Says. 


B STREET NORTHEAST 
CALLED MUD AND HOLES 


Pian to Name Members to 
Confer With Senate and 
House Subcommittees. 


The Lincoln Park Citizens’ associa- 
tion is considering appealing to Con- 
gress for relief from the bad condition 


of the streets of its territory, Guilford 
Jameson, president of the association, 
said yesterday. 

For three years, Jameson said, the 
association has beengtrying to have 
two streets repaired which are now 
more troublesome to motorists than 
ever. These are Sixteenth street south- 
east, virtually its entire length, and B 
street northeast, from Eleventh to Four- 
teenth street. 

Last year, he said, the commission- 
ers recommended the improvement of 
Sixteenth street southeast. However, 
somewhere between the entrance to the 
budget bureau and the exit from the 
appropriation committees of Congress 
the item was cut out. 

Efforts to have B street northeast re- 
paired were rewarded with the appli- 
cation of several asphalt patches which 


Jameson declared are highly unsatisfac- 
tory. 


May Appoint Committee. 


As a result of this state the associa- 
tion may appoint a committee to con- 
fer with members of the District sub- 
committees of the House and Senate 
appropriation committees in the hope 
that money for improvement of the 
streets may be supplied, he said. 

B street northeast, between the 
streets named, is a conglomeration of 
holes, mud, cobblestones and asphalt 
patches, Jameson declared, while Six- 
teenth street southeast, he said, is a 
dirt street, covered with lose stones 
and ashes. 

More than a dozen other streets of 
the section are in bad condition, and 
efforts also are being made to have 
these streets improved, Jameson said. 
The streets in the newly developed ter- 
ritory, near the new Eastern. High 
school particularly, are deplorable, he 
declared. Harry C. Kimball is chair- 
man of the association's committee oh 
streets. and avenues, which its trying 
to obtain the improvements.

SPEED LIMIT RAISED 
ON CONNECTICUT AVE. 


30-Mile-an-Hour Rate Per- 
mitted From Van Ness to 
Harrison Streets. 


Automobile license tags for the cur- 
rent year will be placed on sale in the 
District building Monday, January 24, 
Wade Coombs, inspector of licenses, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Coombs advised M. O. Eldridge, di- 
rector of traffic, of this fact and said 
that he thought distribution of the 
1927 tags could be completed by Feb- 
ruary 15. Inasmuch as the commis- 
sioners had set February 1 as the final 
date for display of 1926 tags on auto- 
mobiles, Eldridge announced that he 
would recommend that they extend the 
time to February 15. 


Eldridge yesterday received a letter 
from the commissioner of motor ve- 
hicles of the State of Virginia, taking 
exception to. the traffic director’s re- 
cent public criticism of the _ color 
echeme of the 1927 red and green Vir- 
ginia tags. Eldridge refused to divulge 
the contents of the letter, saying that 
he had no desire to get into a con- 
troversy with another public official. 

The commissioners yesterday ap- 
proved a request by Eldridge for au- 
thority to attend, at public expense, 
meetings of the motor vehicle confer- 
ence committee at Paterson, N. J., and 
the American Society of Civil 
Engineers in New York. It was 
at the former that Eldridge said he 
would agitate the question of illegibility 
of Virginia tags and seek to have uni- 
form regulations adopted by the States 
to make all tags easily readable. 


Speed Limit Extended. 


The 30-mile boulevard speed limit 
was extended to Connecticut avenue, 
between Van Ness and Harrison streets. 
Eldridge petitioned the commissioners 
to set the high-speed limit between 
Porter and Tilden streets as well. The 
speed will continue to be 22 miles from 
Klingle bridge to Porter street and be- 


tween Harrison and Livingston streets 
and will be 15 miles an hour on the 
bridge and from Livingston street to 
the District line. 

Action on Connecticut avenue speed 
was delayed by reason of the fact that 
Eldridge omitted to send the recom- 
mendation to Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, 
superintendent of police, at the same 
time he submitted it to the commis- 
sioners. The latter sent it back to 
Maj. Hesse. In April, 1925, the com- 
missioners adopted an order directing 
Eldridge to send all recommendations 
to Hesse simultaneously with sending 
them to the commissioners. Inquiry 
revealed the fact that Eldridge has not 
been complying with the order for sev- 
era) months.

LOGATION 15 ANNOUNCED 
UF NEW CASUALTY UNIT 


First Structure to Be Erected 
at Massachusetts Avenue 
and Eighth Street. 


$250,000 TO BE RAISED 


The first unit of the new Casualty 
hospital which is to be constructed fol- 
lowing the drive for $250,000, which 
begins Monday, will be erected on the 
northwest corner of Massachusetts ave- 
nue and Eighth street northeast, ac- 
cording to an announcement yesterday 
by Dr. Joseph D. Rogers, president of 
the institution, at an informal meeting 
of organizers of the campaign yester- 
day at the Capital Yacht club. 

The new unit will accommodate ap- 
proximately 100 patients and will be 
adjacent to the present institution on 
Massachusetts avenue between Seventh 
and Eighth streets northeast. An ad- 
ditional unit with approximate ac- 
comodations for another 100 patients 
will be erected on the site at Seventh 
and Massachusetts avenue as soon as 
funds are obtained, according to Dr. 
Rogers. 

The present hospital will be used for 
administrative purposes following com- 
pletion of the two units and when ad- 
ditional funds are obtained, this build- 
ing will be torn down and the central 
wing of the hospital erected. The pres- 
ent drive, however, is for the purpose 
of raising sufficient funds to erect the 
Eighth street unit. 

When completed, the three units will 
be capable of accommodating more than 
300 patients and will be the largest hcs- 
pital in Washington devoted « to 
emergency cases. Roy. Neuhauser, chair- 
man of the drive committee, declared 
yesterday that a new hospital in North- 
east Washington was one of the out- 
standing civic needs of the city. 


BIG SILVER PLAQUE 
HONORS D. A. R. HEAD 


Contains Exact Replica of the 
Declaration of Independ- 
ence for Hall. 


Alfred J. Brosseau, of Greenwich, 
Conn., yesterday presented to the Na- 
tional Society of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution a huge plaque 
containing an replica of the Declaration 
of Independence, engraved on silver, 
in honor of his wife, president general 
of the D. A. R. 

On the space above the Declaration 
is repoussed a reproduction of Trum- 
bull’s paintings of “The Signeys.” Five 
hundred pounds of silver were used in 
making the plaque and it took six 
months to make it. The gift is an 
exact copy, even of the signatures on 
the Declaration, and thus preserves the 
form of this itmmortal document in 
silver for ages to come. The sculptor 
was John Paramino. It was designed 
in honor of the 150th anniversary of 
the signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and was originally intended 
for use at the Sesquicentennial exposi- 
tion. 

When Mr. Brosseau heard of its 
beauty and historical significance he 
decided to purchase it and present it 
to the D. A. R. in honor of his wife. 
The silver portion of the work of art 
is 60 by 40 inches and it reposes in a 
frame about 8 feet high. It will be 
placed in one of the central panels of 
the wall back of the platform of 
Memorial Continental hall and will be 
placed in time for the February 9 
meeting of the National Board of 
Management of the Daughters.

$500,000,000 in Measure In-

GAPITAL GIVES TALLEY 
OVATION AT GONGERT 


Her Youth and Beauty Win 
Sympathy; Sings With 
Meticulous Care. 


; | 
HUNDREDS TURNED AWAY 


Marion Talley, 20-year-old coloratura 
soprano of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany, sang her way into the hearts of 
Washington music lovers at  Poll’s 
theater yesterday afternoon. Hundreds 
were turned away and every seat in 
the house was occupied and many were 
standing as well. So great was the 
desire to hear Miss Talley that people 
leaving before the end of the concert 
were importuned by a crowd in the 
lobby to sell their seat coupons. The 
audience, headed by Mrs. Coolidge, 
was most representative of Washington 
society, as well as musical circles and 
was most enthusiastic throughout the 
concert. 

The general impression of the 
audience was of satisfaction with Miss 
Talley’s performance. In the first place 
her youth and beauty win sympathy 
at once for her and her stage manner 
is most attractive with its winsome 
appeal and naturalness. One of the 
surprises is that her voice is more 
sophisticated and mature than usually 
believed. Furthermore it bears evidence 
of thorough training and _ control. 
Youth pulses through every tone giving 
rich promise of a prima donna career. 
Miss Talley sings with meticulous care 
and yet the freedom of the finished 
artist is not hers as yet. Her attack is 
sure and there is a certain purity of 
precision about her delivery not usual, 
even with singers of much greater ex- 
perience than she has. 

Her high notes are taken with surety 
and it is evident her mind is on her 
job, which probably accounts in large 
measure for her success at her age, 
proving again that genius is really 
nine-tenths a capacity for hard work. 


Corigiiano, the violinist, opened the 
program acceptably with an “Air,” by 
Goldmark, and “Praeludium and Alle- 
gro,” by Pugnani-Kreisler. 

Miss Talley was given an ovation 
when she appeared on the stage for 
her first number, “Aria: Una Voce Poco 
Fa,” from the “Barber of Seville,” Ros- 
sini. This aria is a test for a singer 
with its great compass. Miss Talley 
tossed off high staccati with note- 
worthy ease, and she accomplished the 
aria’s embellishments with admirable 
SUCCESS. 

In her second song, “Er Ist’s” (‘‘’Tis 
Spring”), by Schumann, Miss Talley 
threw a wealth of expression into it. 
In the Swedish folk song, “When I 
Was Seventeen,” by Lilljebjorn, which 
followed, the velvet of her middle and 
lower tones was evident. These tones 
were often a haunting quality. She 
injected pathos into this song. 

In the “Connais-tu-le Pays,” song 
from “Mignon,” Miss Talley again 
scored, and the audience insisted upon 
an encore to which she gave faultlessly 
“Believe Me, If All Those Endearing 
Young Charms,” and upon insistence 
a second encore, “The Land of Fade- 
less Day.”

Council Approves Wyant Bill 
for Abolition of Depart- — 


| ment of Interior. 


Coordination of sentiment and loyaity 
in business, with a money making 
method of economy, is the fundamental 
principle of success in industry, 
Charles M. Schawb, chairman of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation and presi- 


dent of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, last night told 
members of the American Engineering 
council, at its annual dinner at the 
Willard hotel. 

Declaring the question of businesé 
ability, as such, a myth, Mr. Schawb 
said that the problem was confined 
largely to following the principles of 
scientific engineering. Without know- 
ing the fundamentals of his industry. 
Andrew Carnegie built up a fortune by 
using to advantage the advice of 
technical experts, he said. 

The speaker termed himself a “human 
engineer,” and boasted that he knew 
“how to handle men.” Insisting that 
sentiment is an active factor in busi- 
ness, he indorsed the philosophy P 
“appreciation of men for men’s saké.”’ 
His only real reward after 47 years in 
business, he sald, were associations 
formed, and satisfaction at having con- 
tributed to the nation’s industry. He 
predicted that the next 20 years would 
see the greatest industrial development 
the world has ever known, expressing 
himself as more optimistic as to ‘ns 
country’s industrial future, than at the 
outset of his own business career. 

Amplification and reconsideration of 
all present standards in industry w 
urged by Secretary of Commerce Herbie 
Hoover, who also addressed the council 
The Secretary saw the need of coordl- 
nation between the engineer and in- 
dustrial managements. “A new stand- 
ardization, following efficiency founda- 
tions already laid, will prove the path 
to the largest elimination of waste in 
history,” he said. 


Project is Discussed. 


The Secretary said that two weeks 
ago he discussed his standardization 
project with industrial leaders of the 
country, including Mr. Schwab, Girard 
Swope and George Cortelyou. Mr. 
Hoover was the first president of the 
Engineering council, and during office, 
originated a waste elimination program 
which gained national impetus. 

Abolition of the United States De- 
partment of Interior, to make way for 
@ Department of Public Works and 
Domain, coordinating under a single 
cabinet head all public works func- 
tions, was favored by the council at its 
morning session yesterday in the May- 
flower hotel. 

The proposed department, the prod- 


uct of nearly seven years organized ef- 
fort on the part of engineers, would in- 
corporate a general land office, a bf- 
reau of utilities and bureaus of watér- 
ways and ports, reclamation and power, 
public roads, geological survey and na- 
tional parks. 

The plan provides for the transfer 
from other departments of subordinate 
divisions, whose functions are more 
closely allied with public works and 
domain. 

Representative Adam M. Wyant, of 
Pennsylvania, will embody the propos 
in a bill providing for general gover 
mental reorganization, to be introduc ad 
next week in the House. Final sanction 
was given the bill by the council. 


Public Approval Sought. 


Seventy allied technical organiza- 
tions are back of the move, according 
to Dean Dexter S. Kimball, president 
of the council. The members yester- 
day authorized a nation-wide campaign 
to obtain public approval of the plan 
enlisting the help of 100,000 ejagineers 
The work will be directed by Gardner 
S. Williams, of Ann Arbor, Mich., chair- 
man of the committee on governmen 
reorganization. 

The. council has worked out a de- 
tailed plan of internal organization for 
the proposed department, which will be 
submitted to Congress in support of 
the Wyant bill. The plan provides that 
the Secretary of the Interior hereafter 
shall be known as the secretary of pub- 
lic works and domain. One assistant 
secretary only, would be appointed by 
the President, who would take over 
‘direction of a “bureau of administrative 
and technical service.” Not more thar. 
six directors of bureaus are provided 
for, with rank equal to the Assistant 
Secretary. 


Titles Are Voted Down. 


The title “Secretary and Directing 
Engineer of Public Works and Domain” 
was suggested by the special committee 
which framed the scheme, but this 
suggestion was not adopted by the 
council. The proposed title, “Assist- 
ing Directing Engineer,’ also failed to 
win the council's approval. 

The following existing offices would 
be transferred to the proposed depart- 
ment: The bureau of public roads, 
with the exception of the agricultural~- 
engineering division, from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; the office of super- 
vising architect, from the Treasury De- 
partment, and the rivers and harbors 
improvements, from the War Depart- 
ment. The board of road commission- 
ers for Alaska, and the Inland Water- 
ways Corporation, also would be shifteg 
from the War Department. 

The council argues that general re 
organization measures, which would 
Place the whole Federal executive 
structure on a basis of real econom 
and efficiency, comparable to that 
which characterizes expertly managed 
business corporations, would follow the 
creation of the department of public 
works and domain.
